Fecause the bunch-grass grew so luxurlous.y, en early sevutler, 
James Gorden Kinney, said it was a perfect heaven for horses up ‘rey 
and thet is the way it got its name, Many things have haprened sinse 
—~ it first got its mame, and settlers arrived. Wild animals have been 
Killed, coyotes, sagehens, geese, rabbits, kobcats, even a few ser and 
bear, murder, and gresé, a little child lost---all of these stories are 
told ty tne early yarn-spinner, old timers. More people came anda segam 
farming. Instead of raising cattle and horses, they experimented with 
wheat end rye. Gradualiy old ways gave way to new ones and today posple 
no longer live in shacks: they have néce homes with bathrooms, ciectric 
lights, and all the ecnventences of good oiled roads, and they don't 
have to live on jackvatbits and prairie chicken. The wild horses are 
gone, cattle and shecp have been crowded out. Wheat fieids take their 
place, Each rancher now farms two to four thousend acres of land. The 
deseri lend in the foothills and slopes have been made to bloom like a 
rose with water from the Columbia and Yakima Rivers. As the years and 
seasons went by the country began to have prominence and importance, 
end ihe small towns have grown to the proportions of a young metrcpolisy 
fre Tri-Cities, in the past 15 years. Ail of these wonders are here 
to greet the modern day visitor to our fair land. 
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Plans are going forward to the convention to be held in Kennewick 
on June 7,8,9, 1957. Delegates will stay st the beautiful Black Angus 
Motel where theze is room to accomodate our group. Meetings will be

Our Washington chapter of the A.A.i1.M. has apparently reached a 
point of stagnation, our membership is not increasing as it should, we 
envoll two or three members a year and about that same number drop 
out. What is wrong? 

I was told by one of our members recently, that it was a matter 
of leadership. If our leadership was as it should be, we would go 
plascs, w would put over our massage bill, and obtain the desired 
legislation and enroll all the legitimate massage technicians, in the 
state, in spite of the onrosition.

At our state convention in june, we 
desided to pass up our legiskathre program, for this vear, Then it 
was sort of revived by the offer of a politival candidate, who offered 
frea advise and help to put our bill over, He was defeated, do in view 
cf the fact that 95% of the membership, were absolutely against legis- 
tation, 4% was luke warm, and 1% was hot, in favor. +t was dropped for 
the time being, with the decision to try and increase our membership by 
100% thereby strengthen our association, financially, as well as vot- 
ing rower, 

Now in regard to prospective members, I checked over the classif- 
ied of the Seattle telspnone directory, the information there was sho- 
cxing. This bs what I found;

which makes a total of approximately 40 non-members, 9 A.A.M.M. members 
With an additional ten or fifteen “assage technicians not listed in 
Classified section, some active in massage work, some part time and some 
gpraiuated and licended who are not practiving at all, | 

One of the best Masseurs I have ever seen in action, graduate 
and licensed, is now employed in Seattle Fire Departm ent, two other 
Messeurs, graduate and licen sed, and for above average as Masseurs 
go, one is a shipping clerk at Sears Robuck, the oth er is a mem ber 
of a dance band. Another, graduate in phisical education, and a 
graduete and licended Masseur is employed in Police Department. I 
know a Masseuse (non-member) who does not advertise, but has all she 
can do from Boctors reference. Another Masseuse (non-member) works 
in a T.B . Sanitarium, 

I have approached many of these, if not all of them, to consider 
joining our association, and have met with some of the poorest excusese 
Such as "I was a member wnce, everything was quarling and shouting”, 

“I will never join the A.A.M.iM. as long as so-andso is a member",or 

"I am buying a new car*-trading in last years model, so I can't afford 
it." Another "I am spending $2,000.00 on remodeling my home, so I 
can't afford it." Etc.,etc.,etc. 

No-one asked me to join, I felt the need for such an association 
as we have, and asked to join. I am not sorry I did, but I would like 
to see it grow, and have better attendence at our meetings.
